No more interesting story has been 
told in Ru sh cou nty in months than 
that told last nig ht at the Little Flat- 
rock Christian chu rch, by Dr. Roy al 
J. Dy e of his nine y ears ex perience 
among the cannibal people of dark 
Africa. 
Three y ears of preaching 
and work withou t a conv ert did not 
discou rag e this cou rag eou s and God 
fearing missionary and when at the 
ex piration of three and a half y ears, 
he was g iv en the joy of baptizing one 
conv ert ou t of that heathen nation, 
he thou g ht his time was well spent. 
The story of his trip to Bolog ne, 
Africa, ov er perilou s and almost u n­ 
known waterway s and throu g h for­ 
ests and mou ntainou s 
cou ntry with 
cannibals in ev ery direction, was ane 
that ex cited the sy mpathies of the 
v as au dience for the fearless Ifearer 
of the tiding s of Christianity to a new 
cou ntry . 


Dr. Dy e trav eled ov er two hu ndred 
miles of railroad in the depth of A f­ 
rica that it is said cost a hu man life 
for ev ery tie laid. The fare ov er this 
road was $100 and the trip took foiir 
day s. 
When they are once led to u nder­ 
stand the Christian relig ion and the 
story of Jesu s Christ, they are all 
g lad to accept it and as they are con­ 
v erted they become missionaries ca r­ 
ry ing the story to the wild cannibal 
tribes farther into the forest. 
Many 
times these v olu nteer nativ e mission­ 
aries are tortu red, scou rg ed and su b­ 
jected to all kinds of indig nities by 
the chiefs and other officials of these 
wild tribes who do not want to lose 
their power ov er their people by al­ 
lowing them to hear of 
the 
new 
teaching s. 


These nativ es, once they become 
conv erted, are ready and anx iou s to 
make any and ev ery sacrifice for the 
cau se and endu re the worst hard­ 
ships. With not nearly enou g h work­ 
ers in this field and an 
insu fficient 
amou nt of fu nds to su pport those 
who are in the 
field, the 
work is 
spreading in this heathen cou ntry and 
whole tribes of cannibals are becom­ 
ing civ ilized and peacefu l throu g h 
the 
influ ence 
of 
these 
Christian 
workers. 


Dr. Dy e say s one of the g reatest 
difficu lties they had was in finding 
words in the nativ e lang u ag e to ex ­ 
press what they wanted to say . 
Al­ 
thou g h the nativ e lang u ag es are fu ll 
of beau tifu l 
and 
poetic 
phrases, 
which ex press ev en more in instances 
than ou r own complicated lang u ag es, 
they hav e no letters or hierog ly phics 
to desig nate what any word or phrase 
stood for or to perpetrate their lan­ 
g u ag e. 


The collection of cu rios ex hibited 
by the retu rned missionary were v ery 
interesting and attracted the atten­ 
tion of ev ery one. 
Dr. Dy e ex plained 
the u se and constru ction of all these 
cu riou s objects, 
many 
of 
which 
showed considerable nativ e skill, es­ 
pecially the implements of w7arfare, 
as the cannibals liv e almost entirely 
on the spoils of war, both in the way 
of prisoners and property .

Concerning the home and earl) 
life of the Wrig hts at Millv ille, Henry 
cou nty Milton Wrig ht, their father 
and an old pioneer of Henry cou nty 
writes in part as follows: 
“It was 
at this nice little home, two and a 
half miles northeast of Millv ille, that 
Wilbu r Wrig ht was born, April 16, 
1867. 
As the family 
remov ed 
to 
Hartsv ille in September, 1868, this 
I son’s life in 
his 
natal 
home 
was 
l brief. 
Early incidents relating to 
him, tx ioiig h interesting to the family , 
are nof imjkirtau t to ju stify pu blica­ 
tion. 
Wilbu r was a child of g ood size 
streng th and activ ity , 
and 
walked 
when abou t eig ht 
months 
old. 
At 
fifteen months, when tu rned into a 
room, he seemed to see all the. mis­ 
chief av ailable in it at a g lance, and 
alway s fou nd the g reatest first. P er­ 
haps there is now nothing v ery re­ 
markable in the size or shape of his 
head, bu t then it was so hig h that a 
hat becoming him was hard to find. 
Up to his nineteenth y ear he was dis­ 
ting u ished for health, streng th and 
activ ity . 
He 
ex celled 
in 
skating , 
making and fly ing kites, and in g y m­ 
nastics ex ercises on a tu rning pole. 
He did not attend school till he was 
abou t eig ht y ears old, and had al­ 
ready been tau g ht by his father to 
read. 
Bu t from the first, he had fa ­ 
cility in learning , and close applica­ 
tion, and as these in later y ears did 
not forsake him, he ex celled as a 
stu dent. 
He pu rsu ed more than a 
fu ll cou rse in hig h school, and closed 
at Day ton, Ohio, bu t cou ld not g rad­ 
u ate there becau se of his y ears in 
the hig h school cou rse had been pu r­ 
su ed elsewhere— Richmond, Indiana. 
His parents thou g ht of sending him 
to Yale Colleg e, bu t in 
play ing a 
g ame on skates, 
at 
the 
Soldiers’ 
Home, the bat of a y ou ng man flew 
ou t of his hand and stru ck Wilbu r, 
and some two or three weeks later, 
palpitation of the 
heart 
dev eloped* 
and for y ears he was u nable to pu r­ 
su e a stu dent’s life thou g h his mu ch 
reading and stu dy in that time nearly 
equ aled the adv antag es of a classi­ 
cal edu cation. 
His mother be a de- 
^iiner, rather than a su fferer, inv alid, 
he dev oted himself to taking all care 
off her, and watching 
and 
serv ing 


her with a faithfu lness and tender­ 
ness that can not bu t shed happiness 
on him in life, and comfort him in 
his last moments. 
Su ch dev otion of 
a son has been rarely equ aled. 
And 
the mother and son were fu lly able 
to appreciate each other. 
Her life 
was probably 
leng thened, at 
least 
two y ears, by his skill and assidu ity . 
He all these y ears u sed his spare 
time to read 
and 
stu dy , 
and 
his 
knowledg e of 
ancient and 
modern 
history , of cu rrent ev ents and litera­ 
tu re, of ethics and science, was only 
limited by the capacity of his mind 
and his ex traordinary memory . 
He 
• r 
V 
became a clear writer, and a clear 
writer, and a ready ex temporare, al­ 
most wholly withou t practice in the 
latter. 


His brother Orv ille 
Wrig ht 
was 
Horn in Day ton, Ohio, Au g u st 19 , 
1871, and nev er liv ed nearer to his 
brothers nativ e 
home than 
Rich­ 
mond. 
Orv ille was the fifth son and 
six th child (as Wilbu r was the third) 
a pair of twins that died y ou ng in­ 
terv ening . 
His edu cation beg inning 
at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
when 
his 
father was bishop of West Missis­ 
sippi District, was pu rsu ed, in 1881- 
1884. in Richmond, Indiana, and was 
closed in Day ton, Ohio, where he 
pu rsu ed three 
y ears 
in 
the 
hig h 
school, and then a t abou t sev enteen 
y ears of ag e rail into job printing 
and pu blishing a little adv ertising 
paper, in which Wilbu r joined him 
some y ears later. 
He beg an ty peset­ 
ting earlier on a small scale in a 
kitchen, with a v ery small ou tfit and 
worked on till, u ntau g ht, he became a 
rapid and correct compositor, an ac­ 
cu rate proof-reader and a fine print­ 
er. 
lie alway s worked for himself, 
and in his earlier printing , his press­ 
es were inv ented and made by Wilbu r 
who was a natu ral workman in wood, 
iron or any other material; bu t those 
presses were mostly made of wood, 
and were a cu riosity to many who 
came to ex amine them. 
Orv ille in 
later y ears fu lly equ aled his brother 


mi inv ention, and in workmanship. In 
childhood, Orv ille planned a tu rning 
lathe with a g rindstone for a main 
wheel and Wilbu r 
constru cted 
it. 
Wilbu r was the most fru itfu l in in­ 
v entions, bu t Orv ille had as many 
w 
v alu able ones as his brother. 


When abou t sev en y ears old, liv ­ 
ing in Cedar Rapids, Orv ille g ot u p 
an army of boy s— fifteen or twenty 
and was chosen g eneral. 
Ills en­ 
thu siasm alway s made him a leader 
among hoy s, and happily his leader­ 
ship was nev er toward 
v ice. 
He 
lov ed to 1 11 hi- mother of his army 
and its prog ress; 
and as he did so 
placing his hands on the seat of a 
chair, he wou ld pu nctu ate his narra­ 
tiv e by his heels fly ing into the air. 
It is a wonder that ov erenthu siastic 
political speaker's hav e nev er learned 
that method of emphasis and pu nctu ­ 
ation; for it is the natu ral lang u ag e 
of ex hileration. 
At the Cedar Rap­ 
ids schools, Orv ille was g enerally se­ 
lected as one of the readers when 
v isitors came in. On one occasion he 
was called ou t to read. 
Unlike his 
brother, whom frig ht cou ld not ra t­ 
tle, his timidity g ot the better of him, 
and he held his book wrong side u p, 
bu t he read from memory with tri­ 
u mphant su ccess. 
He was also call­ 
ed ou t at that early ag e to show the 
pu pils proficiency in mu sic. 
There 
were three in the trio of these sing ­ 
ers. 
As Orv ille said, he was chosen 
for his g ood v o ice, another for the 
v olu me of sou nd, and the third Ho 
keep it g oing / 
Bu t 
there are 
too 
many incidents of 
school 
day s to 
trifle with ou r readers. 


“I mig ht add that the brothers’ 
father, brothers and 
sisters 
hav e 
nev er opposed them in their inv en­ 
tions and nav ig ations, bu t hav e en­ 
cou rag ed them, and taken a liv ely 
interest in their prog ress and su c­ 
cess. 
Their father was an ey e wit­ 
ness of their first long flig hts (21 and 
24 miles) in 19 05.”

The school was established by Mrs. 
T. W. Betker and Mrs. A. L. Stewart, 
of Ru shv iile, aw a meiu oria I to M rs. 
Betker’s only child, Lillian, who died 
a few y ears ag o. 
The school is located at the Mis­ 
sion chu rch, headqu arters of the lo­ 
cal Salv ation Army corps. 
Girls u p 
to the ag e of fifteen arc admitted. 
These come from the families of the 
poor. 
Sometimes parents hav e ob­ 
jected, say ing that their children are 
needed at home, bu t su ch was ex cep­ 
tional cases. 
The g irls in the school 
show their g reat appreciation of the 
kindness and attention shown them 
by taking an u nu su al interest in the 
instru ctions g iv en. 
They are tau g ht 
plain and fancy sewing , inclu ding the 
u se of nine different stitches, how to 
make and mend their own clotlfes and 
to dam . 
The g irls are at no ex pense, all 
necessary su pplies, needles, 
thread, 
thimbles and 
material 
for making 
and mending their clothes being fu r­ 
nished free. 
Ev ery g arment made is 
g iv en to the g irl that makes it. 


Cleanliness, 
g ood 
manners 
and 
morals are also 
tau g ht, 
and 
the 
school is a v eritable hiv e of indu stry 
du ring its sessions, which are held 
on Satu rday of each week. 
The en­ 
rollment last y ear reached sev enty 
pu pils and the attendance this y ear 
promises to be mu ch larg er. 
The re­ 
su lts obtained hav e far ex ceeded the 
ex pectations of those in charg e. The 
hig h deg ree of efficiency and skill a t­ 
tained by many o' 
* g irls is a su r­ 
prise to themseh* - as well as to the 
parents and ins* 
•• >rs. No effort is 
spared in mal : 
the 
instru ctions 
thorou g h and e 
Jete.

ERMANY is ill trouble, an d it is 
all because the kaiser talks ^oo 
much. 
Members of the re ic ha- 
tag hav e taken it upon them­ 
selv es to criticise this imperial garru­ 
lity in the most public an d un prece­ 
den ted man n er. On e speaker 
Tren t co 
far as to assert that if any on e less 
than the ruler had been guilty of such 
an in discretion as the Lon don Tele­ 
graph in terv iew be would hav e been 
arrested an d tried for treason . 
An ­ 
ith er wan ted some assuran ce that 
there would be n o more breaks In fu­ 
ture. 
While the rolehstag refused to 
adopt an y official resolution s on the 
(subject, members of all parties plain ly 
showed their disgust with the latest 
turn of the emperor's un iv ersal activ ­ 
ity an d receiv ed Chan cellor v on Ru- 
low’s ex plan ation of the affair in the 
cold silen ce of disapprov al. 
Mean ­ 
time, while the empire was seethin g, 
the kaiser was hiifiself hun tin g fox es— 
er was it stags? An y way , he was hun t­ 
in g. 
The kaiser is the most famous 
roy al hun tsman in Europe. 
It is es­ 
timated that he has shot n o less than 
50,000 pieces of game in his life, which 
is goin g some for on e as irrepressible 
as William II. 
When It is con sidered that at the 
same time he has been doin g all this 
slaughterin g of dumb creatures he ha^ 


kn owin g about an y thin g whatsoev er is 
n ot on ly leze majesty , but borders close* 
ly on treason . 


Indiscreet Interv iew. 
The Loudon Telegraph 
in terv iew, 
ov er which the recen t turmoil has 
broken out, was written by a retired 
diplomat aud represen ted a talk he 
had had with the kaiser. 
The object 
of the talk was to reassure En glan d of 
William’s frien dship. The features of 
it most criticised are that it was an 
un warran ted in terferen ce of the em­ 
peror in politics without con sultin g 
his gov ern men t, that it stated a ma­ 
jority of the German people are hostll 
to Great Britain , that it gav e the pur­ 
pose of German y ’s in crease of her 
n av y as in ten ded to participate in the 
Pacific situation , thus offen din g Japan , 
an d that in It the emperor had told 
Queen Victoria how to whip the Boer 
The in terv iew con tain ed other in dis­ 
cretion s, but these are more than 
en ough to set the world’s diplomats 
aud the German reiehstag by the ears, 
all of which they v ery promptly did.

On e appeared in the Cen tury 
Magazin e an d was suppressed on ly 
after man y copies of the edition had 
gon e otft. 
This in terv iew is said to 
be ev en more se n sa tio n « han that in

also acted as arbiter of art, poetry , 
the drama, religion , besides run n in g 
an empire an d makin g suggestion s to 
practically all the other rulers on 
earth, the perv asiv e an d ubiq uitous 
n ature of his activ ities can be some­ 
what realized. 
Yet ev en this state­ 
men t giv es but a fain t n otion of the 
multifarious man n er in which he gets 
his fin ger in to all the pies that are 
baked on this small earth. He writes 
poems an d dramas, composes operas, 
takes part in theological discussion s, 
looks after the commercial ex pan sion 
of his empire, atten ds to the duties of 
his v arious min isters un til they are 
little more than clerks, drills his ar­ 
mies, run s y achts, looks after the 
n av y , liv es in forty -n in e differen t reel 
deuces, suggests his wife’s dresses, 
han dles the domestic life of his son s. 
makes of his court the most gorgeous 
an d sikh facular in Europe, goes ov er 
the heads of his cabin et an d han dles 
foreign affairs for himself, claims to 
hav e suggested the plan by . which 
Lord 
Roberts 
fin ally 
whipped 
the 
Boers, trav els ex ten siv ely an d makes 
speeches in other coun tries, writes let­ 
ters to cabin et members In foreign 
coun tries an d giv es in terv iews to for­ 
eign publication s an d gen erally looks 
after all affairs, public an d priv ate, 
domestic an d foreign , artistic an d In ­ 
dustrial, ecclesiastical an d political, 
ev en to mix in g In party polities, un til 
he has been accused of try in g to usurp 
the fun ction s of Prov iden ce an d of be 
In g the gen eral regulator of all thin gs, 
human an d div in e. 
Nor is this the 
worst charge again st him. 
In the re­ 
cen t reiehstag debate It was suggested 
that he n ot on ly talked too much, but 
did n ot kn ow what he was talkin g 
about; that the ex perts of the differen t 
fields he In v aded laughed at him in 
their sleev es. 
This is the most un 
kin dest cut of all, accordin g to the 
double superlativ e of Shakespeare—or 
was It Bacon ? An d if there were an y 
more superlativ es they should be add­ 
ed also. 
To accuse the emperor of n ot 


the Lon don paper, an d as some of the 
magazin es con tain in g it are in the 
han ds of correspon den ts mid diplomats 
the thin g is liable to bob up at an y 
time. 
It is n ow stated that a third 
in discretion has come to light in the 
form of a letter written by the kaiser 
to Queen Wilhelmin a of Hollan d dur­ 
in g the Russo-Japan ese war in which 
rather omin ous threats were made if 
Hollan d did n ot fortify 
her ports 
again st En glan d. How man y more of 
these imperial letters an d in terv iews 
will bob up in the v arious chan cel­ 
leries an d n ewspaj>er offices of the 
world is the thin g that is n ow in terest - 
estin g German y . 
It must be said on William’s behalf 
that he talks rather freely to n ewspa­ 
per men an d others, but on the pledge 
of secrecy . The presiden t of the Un it­ 
ed States, to whom the German em­ 
peror has been liken ed, does the same 
thin g. 
If an y body dares to q uote Mr. 
Roosev elt after hav in g been told n ot 
I to do so, he Is promptly called a short­ 
er an d uglier n ame. William might do 
the same but for the fact that both he 
an d his min isters approv ed the Lon ­ 
don Telegraph in terv iew before it 
wen t out. 
Un der the circumstan ces 
he can lairdly get out by en largin g 
j the An an ias club. 
A New York n ewspaper y ears ago 
prin ted a list of the kaiser’s In discre­ 
tion s, an d they occupied n early an en ­ 
tire page. 
Now they are occupy in g 
the whole of Europe. There is n othin g 
that will grow like the in discretion 
habit If assiduously cultiv ated. 


Pulled Bismarck’s Mustache. 
t 
The first of William’s breaks occur­ 
red when he was fiv e y ears old. 
It 
was then he grabbed Bismarck’s mus- 
i ta che an d beld on till his gran dfather 
J had to pry him loose. 
His secon d 
blun der is n ow a chestn ut. 
It occur­ 
red but a little after the Bismarck epi­ 
sode. 
A gov ern ess on e day had to 
pun ish William sev erely an d after It 
was all ov er said tearfully ; 


I 
“It hurts me worse than it docs 
y ou.” 
“Perhaps so,” replied the sobbin g 
lad, “but n ot in the same place.” 
The third in discretion occurred when 
Prin ce William was made colon el of a 
regimen t. On e of his first acts was to 
try to regulate the un iforms of his 
soldiers. 
They thereupon complain ed 
to Emperor William I. Callin g in his 
y oun g gran dson , the aged kaiser re­ 
prov ed him for in terferin g With the 
un iforms of his soldiers. 
“Am I' colon el of this regimen t?” 
said the prin ce. 
“Certain ly .” 
“Then y our majesty must permit me 
to look after my comman d without in ­ 
terferen ce of an y sort; otherwise I 
throw up my commission .” 
An other in discretion occurred after 
William became emperor. On e day he 
en tered the schoolroom at Potsdam 
an d began to scold his children till 
both they an d the gov ern ess were in 
tears. 
“I will be obey ed! I am mas­ 
ter!” he was say in g. 
Just then the 
empress happen ed in an d settled the 
matter by say in g that he was master 
in his kin gdom, but she was mistress 
here. 
At a later time he design ed some 
dresses for the empress, but was n on ­ 
plused when she asked how she was 
to get In to them. 
Ile had failed to 
prov ide a way . 


Ko Vassalage For Them. 
On e of his greatest bulls, howev er, 
was in seekin g to be made emperor in 
fact ov er all the German states. 
At 
presen t the prin ces of these states in 
a way are in depen den t, at least in 
n ame. 
In pursuan ce of his plan for 
In crease of power William called all 
these prin ces before him. He made a 
speech, an d as they seemed to fall in 
with his suggestion s he wax ed bolder 
in outlin in g his desires. 
In an un ­ 
guarded momen t, howev er, he made 
the break of referrin g to them as “v as­ 
sals.” In stan tly on e of them replied: 
“No, sire, n ot y our v assals—-y our a 
1 
lies, lf y ou like.” 
On an other occasion he wrote in the 
“Golden Book” of the city of Mun ich 
this in scription : “There is n o law oth­ 
er than the roy al will.” 
Below it the 
Prin ce Regen t Luitpold, n ot much of 
a frien d of the kaiser, wrote this; “The 
supreme law is the in terest of the 
state.” 
A further in discretion was commit­ 
ted by the kaiser Iii attemptin g to in ­ 
terfere in the succession in Bav aria. 
A judicial court was fin ally compelled 
to decide the case adv ersely to his man . 
He has also in terfered in partisan 
politics on sev eral occasion s, a thin g 
n o hereditary ruler is supposed to do, 
an d thus gain ed the ill will of sev eral 
groups, n otably the Poles an d the So­ 
cialists. 
Some of his military 
man euv ers 
hav e been secretly laughed at by old 
officers of the army , on e of them hav ­ 
in g been characterized by Gen eral 
Stulpn agel as “a species of military 
tomfoolery .” 
All the world is familiar with the 
way the emperor has In terfered in 
matters of music an d the drama an d 
has tried to write poetry an d to pain t. 
Amon g his in tern ation al breaks prior 
to the presen t on e was that in which 
he wrote to Lord Tweedmouth con ­ 
cern in g the British n av y , raisin g a 
storm throughout Great Britain , an d 
that In which he suggested that the 
American ambassador to Berlin should 
be a million aire. 


Clamor Against Personal Gov ernment 
Considering 
all these un fortun ate 
occurren ces an d man y others n ot here 
catalogued, 
the storm that has broken 
about the kaiser’s head because of his 
latest in discretion n eed n ot occasion 
surprise. 
What the en d may be n o 
on e can tell. There is already a loud 
clamor throughout the German empire 
that person al gov ern men t shall cease. 
It Is somewhat surprisin g that the 
German n ation , which is in adv an ce 
of the world in most lin es of thought 
—in art, music, scien ce, philosophy 
an d ev en certain phases of politics— 
should be behin d the leadin g coun tries 
in this importan t respect. 
No other 
great n ation ex cept Russia tolerates 
person al gov ern men t. 
In telligen t Ger­ 
man s keen ly feel this fact an d hav e 
lon g clamored for a min istry respon ­ 
sible to parliamen t rather than to the 
whim of the sov ereign . 
The presen t 
crisis may brin g this sen timen t to a 
head an d force the settlemen t of the 
q uestion in accordan ce with the popu­ 
lar deman d. 
As recen tly poin ted out 
by a celebrated German statesman , 
n o chan ge in the con stitution or the 
law is n ecessary to establish the domi­ 
n an ce of parliamen t. 
It can be don e, 
as it was in En glan d, by refusin g to 
v ote rev en ues. 
This power, which is 
lodged with the people’s represen ta­ 
tiv es, is sufficien t to brin g an y kin g in 
Christen dom to his kn ees. 
The Ger 
man parliamen t is rapidly gettin g In to 
a temper where it may use this an ­ 
cien t weapon . 
There is an other side to the charac­ 
ter of William, howev er, which is 
much more pleasin g. 
In his recen t 
speech In ex plan ation of the emperor’s 
IU starred in terv iew Chan cellor v on 
Balow' said the kaiser Is an idealist, 
an d the truth of this is born e out by 
William’s utteran ces an d his acts. For 
on e thin g, he is sin cerely desirous of 
the world’s peace, 
th is has been 
prov ed ov er an d ov er again . 
He is 
ambitious for his coun try , but in a 
commercial way . 
In measurin g the German emperor 
on e other fact must ev er be born e in 
min d. 
W hatev er may be his eccen ­ 
tricities, he still remain s, as he has 
been for man y y ears, the ov ershadow­ 
in g roy al figure in Europe. 
No other 
kin g measures with him in en ergy , in 
in tellect or in mastery of affairs. 
He 
rules as he hun ts. Spectacular he may 
be, y et he man ages to bag his share 
of the game. He may hav e his roy al 
fin ger in all pies, but the world is^at 
least con scious of his presen ce through 
ev ery day of his reign .

DOG FIGHT VS. PRAYERS. 


The final report of the Department 
of Agriculture estimates the corn 
crop for 19 08 at 2,642,687,000 bush­ 
els. 
This figure has been exceeded 
only three times—in 189 9 , when it 
was 2,666,410,000 bushels; 
in 19 05, 
when it was 2,707,9 9 3,000, and in 
19 06, when it 
was 
2,9 27,416,000. 
The crop of 19 07 
was 2,59 2,320,000 
bushels. 
Thus it will be seen that 
this y ear’s crop is above the average 
of récent y ears. As prices are high­ 
er than they were when those larger 
crops were harvested, the income of 
the corn raiser this y ear will proba­ 
bly be greater than it was in any { 
px*evious season. 
Corn is the 
country ’s 
imperial 
crop. It brings to the producer more 
than does any other farm product. 
For about half a 
dozen 
y ears its 
farm value has been over $1,000,- 
000,000 annually . 
For 19 07, it was 
$1,337,000,000.

$1,400,000,000 for 19 08. 
There is a 
close race between hay and cotton 
for the second place^among the crops 
in aggregate value, with hay often 
ahead.

Wheat brought $500,000,000 to the 
farmers for 19 07, oats $360,000,000,

As the farming element is still the 
largest ingredient of the population, 
and as every body 
consumes farm 
products, large crops have a vital 
interest for the country .
